He suggests a 
fact very true to our present-day experience. There 
is so much talk of problems; there is such wide- 
spread uncertainty in a world so sadly tangled; there 
is such constant reference to the strange effects on 
religion by scientific progress that many people are 
hardly to be blamed if they begin to think that God 
is chiefly a “problem.” Their own religious experi- 
ence is not real enough, not solid and certain enough 
to continue firm under the pressure of this modern 
mood. 


Now, there is only one entirely satisfactory way of 
meeting the difficulty and securing certainty. It is 
that suggested (not very happily in wording) by 
Professor Van Dusen’s contrasted phrase: God “is a 
Toiler to be joined.” That is to say, God has not 
completed His world and left it. He has purposes to 
achieve, ends to gain and our business in life is to 
identify ourselves with Him in His eternal toil. 


We (I am speaking now of the plain man) can not 
reach any satisfactory certainty about Him merely 
by thinking. It is “he that willeth to do His will” 
who shall know of the teaching. Faith is an adven- 
ture. Faith is an experiment. We must embark on 
the adventure. We must try the experiment. In other 
words, if we want to be sure about God the way to 
do it is to let God be sure of us. It is to give God a 
chance with us. It is to open our hearts. It is as 
Studdert Kennedy said, “to bet your life” on Jesus’ 
being right. “Love your enemies” sounds absurd to 
the world. There is only one way to prove that it is 
divine wisdom and that is to try it. What would it 
not do, that divine wisdom, in London and Geneva 
today! It is fear and mutual suspicion which oppress 
the nations. It is fear and suspicion which bring mis- 
ery into untold millions of lives. The way out is to 
try the adventure. It is to give God a chance. It is to 
become sure of God by letting God be sure of us. 


In what I have thus written I have not tried to 
sum up any part of this most excellent book; nor, 
indeed, to repeat its message closely. I have done 
little more than take one of its phrases for a text. 
But the book is well worth reading and I commend 
it to the “plain man.”—E. L. P.

Bishop Fraser (1874): “No intelligent faith can suppose that 
any Christian doctrine is affected by the manner in which, or 
the time in which, this mortal body of ours crumbles into 
dust.” 


Bishop Knox (1903): “We shall come to see that, under the 
conditions of modern life, cremation is not only preferable 
from the sanitary point of view, but that it is also the most 
reverent and decent treatment of the bodies of the dead.”
